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The President’s Message by Cal Ellis 


The Associations Trenton Lobbyist 
and its computer link to the Trenton 
legislative computer have proven effec¬ 
tive in identifying and tracking bills 
that would have further restricted your 
firearms rights and civil liberties. By 
alerting our members and other allied 
organizations, who effectively re¬ 
sponded, most of these bills were pre¬ 
vented from becoming law. Please see 
the Legislative Status Report on page 3. 
We will continue, and further expand, 
this surveillance capability. But this is 
not enough. As an NRA state Associa¬ 
tion, and by our own Constitution, we 
have a clear obligation to both defend 
and further your rights. 

It's time for the Association to go on 
die offensive. We believe we now have 
the size, resources and organization to 
launch and lead efforts to get proactive 
legislation passed. We plan major ef¬ 
forts supporting legislation to affect 
handgun permit changes, the right to 
carry concealed, range protection, 
modification or repeal of the present 
imitation assault firearm ban, and 
other initiatives. Getting such bills in¬ 
troduced is the first and easiest step. 
Getting the support necessary for their 
passage will be the most difficult and 
must begin at the grassroots level. This 
is where all of you come in. This will 
require thousands and thousands of 


calls and letters to legislators in each 
district by people living and voting in 
their district. 

The Association began forming a 
grassroots lobbying organization five 
years ago with a coordinator in each 
district. Last year it was agreed that 
these same coordinators would also 
support the NRA/ILA grassroots 
volunteers in New Jersey as well as vol¬ 
unteers from other participating allied 
organizations. The phone numbers of 
the coordinators to call for each district 
are listed on page 3. All Association 
Members should consider themselves a 
part of this grassroots effort. We will 
need each and every one of you. 

Another essential requirement to de¬ 
fending and furthering your rights is 
the election of legislators who will 
support us and the retirement of those 
who oppose us. The list on pages 6 and 
7 indicates which candidates will likely 
support you and which will likely 
oppose you. You must go to the polls 
on November 7 and help make that 
difference. You need to do more than 
just vote to ensure the future of private 
firearm ownership in New Jersey. You 
need to volunteer your support for those 
candidates you believe will support 
you. Call the coordinator listed for 
your district for information on how 
to do this. 


Legislative Report

Joe Constance, a Republican, presently 
a Freeholder and Deputy Police Chief 
of Trenton, is running for the State 
Assembly from the 15 th Assembly Dis¬ 
trict in the forthcoming general election 
(to be held on November 7). He writes a 
monthly column for Guns & Ammo , and 
he has testified for the Coalition and for 
the NRA on many occasions all over 
the nation. He appeared in person at the 
August 1995 meeting of the Coalition 
and gave a rip-roaring speech—the 
kind that we all like to hear. 

During this rip-roaring speech, he 
forcefully pointed out that the private 
possession of large-capacity-magazine 
firearms in the home performed a funda¬ 
mental socially beneficial function. He 
emphasized that if a dangerous burglar is 
coming through your window, even if 
you have been trained, you’ll be tense 
and nervous. 1 Therefore you’ll need a 
firearm that has a large ammunition ca¬ 
pacity. After all, 15 shots have a much 
better chance of hitting the dangerous 
burglar than do 6 or even 10 shots; 20 
shots have a better chance than 15 shots. 2 

That is why it is socially beneficial 
and vital that the law should allow law- 
abiding people, the potential victims of 
dangerous burglars, to keep at home 
those firearms that have large ammuni¬ 
tion capacities. 3

Not only is this legal approach protective 
of the safety and security of the law-abid¬ 
ing citizen, but it is also a deterrent to 
would-be dangerous burglars who would 
break into your house at night and terrorize 
you, your neighbors, and your community.

Summary Legislative Report 
1994-1995 Legislative Session 

More than 6,000 bills have been introduced in both houses since the 
start of the 1994-1995 session which began in January 1994. The Asso¬ 
ciation has identified and is actively tracking 69 of these bills which 
would or could affect the interests or rights of its members. 

We oppose 50 of these bills, support seven and have taken no 
position or remain neutral on the remaining 12. The status of these 
bills, and any new ones introduced, is continuously monitored by our 
computer network link and by our lobbyist in Trenton. This status is 
summarized in the charts on pages 4 and 5. 

The summary status of these 69 bills through September is: 

35 saw no action 

2 have been withdrawn 

4 have been approved by committee but not by either house 

12 were passed by either the Senate or the Assembly, but not 
by both 

9 have been merged with, or replaced by, other bills 

5 are being held by a committee 

2 passed both houses and have been signed by the Governor 

The two bills actually passed by both the New Jersey Assembly 
and Senate and signed into law were: (1) A-42 which bars firearm own¬ 
ership by anyone convicted of endangering the welfare of a child. We 
opposed this bill because the definition of endangering the welfare of a 
child is so broad; and (2) A-2348 which provides for the removal of 
pupils who possess weapons in schools. We also opposed this bill 
because there were no specific exemptions for scholastic rifle competi¬ 
tion and because the term “school” was not well defined. We took no 
position on a companion bill A-2349 which provided for hearings be¬ 
fore a pupil could be removed. It has been amended after a conditional 
veto, and the Governor is expected to sign the amended version. 

Many of the bills we opposed address popular and politically correct 
issues such as crime, domestic violence, child protection, and schools. 
We opposed them because they all had firearms and ammunition re¬ 
strictions in the “fine print”. 

The fact that only two opposed bills have passed so far in a year and 
a half of the 1994-95 legislative session is due in large part to the com¬ 
bined and cooperative efforts of the Association, the Coalition, and the 
NRA. Our lobbyist, together with our on-line tracking system, found 
the objectionable sections and alerted our own members and the other 
organizations. Several members of the Coalition were particularly ef¬ 
fective in blocking many of these bills and getting others amended. 

The enclosed Bill Status Chart shows that only a few bills were 
active in June (those whose status is shown in bold). Budget matters 
were a priority in both houses that month. Renewed activity occurred 
on A-33, which creates a gun-free school zone, because the United 
States Supreme Court threw out the Federal law on this subject and 
ruled it was up to the states. This bill passed both houses in differing 
versions, but the Assembly must concur with Senate amendments be¬ 
fore it goes to the Governor.

All 80 Assembly seats and one Senate seat are up for reelection 
on November 7, 1995. To preserve and further your Second 
Amendment rights in this state, it is essential that all of our 
members do everything they can to make a difference in who 
gets elected. All candidates in both major parties are listed by 
district. Those candidates highlighted with an asterisk (*) are 
incumbents, and those highlighted in bold are NRA-endorsed. 

A check mark (‘V”) indicates the candidate whose election the 
Association believes would be in the best common firearm- 
rights interest of our membership. This determination resulted 
from the following two considerations: (1) Those who have 
consistently supported your interests, or new candidates who 
have strongly stated that they would, should receive your full 
support. This includes some who have given us such assurances 
even though they did not return their questionnaire. (2) Those 
who oppose private firearms ownership and have always 
supported legislative restricting or banning firearms must be 
removed from office. To defeat these gun prohibitionists it will 
be necessary for us to strongly support their opponents even if 
this means volunteering to help some candidates who may not 
be ideal firearm-rights supporters. 

There appeal's to be no clear choice between the candidates in 
some races and no ‘ V” mark is shown. The NRA letter rating is 
also shown for candidates who returned their NRA 
questionnaires. Those who refused to state their position on our 
issues are indicated by a question mark (“?”). Contact your 
district coordinator (see list on page 3) for the latest 
information. We will continue to make a better determination on 
these races. If necessary, a special mailing will be made to 
members in specific districts. 

We lost a strong supporter of our rights when John Gaffney 
in District 3 died recently. Frank Blee replaced him in the 
Assembly and will run as an incumbent. 

Four State Assemblypeople, all Republicans, have resigned 
since the last state election to take other positions. They have 
been replaced by candidates selected by state district 
conventions and all face reelection this November. All replaced 
“A” rated firearms-rights supporters. In two of these races, a 
preference is shown by a ‘V"’ mark. Until further information 
is available on the candidates in the other two races, no 
preference is shown. Contact your state district coordinator 
for these districts.

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■gf You Have the Right!

“In a free society the State does not 
administer the affairs of men. It admin¬ 
isters justice among men who conduct 
their own affairs. ” 


This was not said by a founder of this 
country; it was said by Walter Lippman, 
a contemporary commentator and author 
who would not be considered a friend of 
gun ownership, but he said it well. 

We have in place, and have had the 
means to determine whether or not a 
person has broken the contract of our 
American civilization. It was written 
just over 200 years ago. It is still valid, 
although it has been distorted with judi¬ 
cial activism, backed by a liberal press, 
to the point that some no longer know 
what is law and what is not, with all the 
obfuscation that is presented in and by 
courts of law, and the mainstream press. 

I know what the Founders said and 
meant. 

Regardless of the pap that the “main¬ 
stream" press feeds the rest of the pop¬ 
ulace, I know. It is not because I am 
more intelligent; it is because I am more 
dedicated to the Constitution and the 
principle of upholding the Constitution. 
It is because I am dedicated to the prin¬ 
ciple “that all men are created equal,” 
and the fundamental principle of self 
defense against predatory criminals. 

Our Founders understood that for a 
people to exercise liberty, they had to 
defend first themselves and then their 
country; the two are inextricably inter¬ 
twined. When our country was first 
colonized, there were two very impor¬ 
tant things that these pioneers brought 
with them: seed and firearms. After all, 
what good is your crop if someone 
wishes to destroy it or steal it. The ba¬ 
sic fundamental thought was that of 
survival—first of life, and then of the 
sustenance that maintains life. It took a 
firearm to defend both—then and now. 

What is the difference between then 
and today? Then it was the British and 
the Indians; today it is felons. Today we 
must defend our lives even more assid¬ 
uously than before, because now the 
people willing to take your life and 
goods are harder to identify. The British 
wore uniforms; the Indians wore feath¬ 
ers. Today the felons often wear suits. 
Some are even in government. 


Today we are under attack by the 
most vicious people that the world could 
imagine. Fourteen-year-old “children” 
make their “bones” by the random 
killing of a stranger. So much the better 
if that person has cash or is a woman. 
With a woman they feel that there are 
side "benefits” before they kill her. 

Banning the private ownership of 
firearms seems to be the only solution 
that our legislators can come up with. 
The fact that no gun control law has ever 
worked to stop the felon makes no differ¬ 
ence to them. It is fact that no jurisdiction 
that has imposed gun bans has lowered 
its crime rate: the opposite has occurred. 
When Kennesaw, Georgia, passed an or¬ 
dinance that all households must have a 
firearm in the home, the crime rate went 
to a statistical zero, while the crime rate 
in surrounding towns went up. 

The fundamental right to defend 
one’s self, family, and property is rooted 
in the Constitution and the Bible: “If a 
thief is found breaking in, and he is 
struck so that he dies, there shall be no 
guilt for his bloodshed. ”—Exodus 22:1. 
Two magnificent documents. 

What of natural law? “There exists a 
law not written down anywhere but inborn 
in our hearts; a law that comes to us not by 
training or custom or reading but from na¬ 
ture itself... that if our lives are endan¬ 
gered any and every method of protecting 
ourselves is morally right. Cicero 

Now, in most parts of this country, 
we are not equal because we are re¬ 
stricted in the ownership of firearms, but 
felons are not. You may say that there 
are laws in place that restrict them from 
firearm ownership, and that is true: but 
remember that they are felons...they 
don’t obey the law. Abiding citizens do, 
and then become victims. 

It is very interesting that when a per¬ 
son has ready access to a firearm, the 
felon is usually put to flight, detained for 
the police, incapacitated, or killed. Con¬ 
trary to the mainstream press, mostly on 
the east and left coasts, that say it is bet¬ 
ter to submit to crime than to fight it, 
Professor Gary Kleck has conclusively 
proved that notion to be wrong. 

Initially when criminologist Professor 
Kleck of the University of Florida studied 
crime and the deployment of handguns, 
he approached the issue with an anti¬ 


firearms stance. After exhaustive studies 
he came to the conclusion that every year 
more than 600,000 incidents of crime 
were either ameliorated or stopped when 
a handgun was deployed. Notice I said 
deployed. More times than not, the hand¬ 
gun was not fired, just shown. He did not 
address rifles or shotguns in his study. If 
you throw long guns into the mix, the fig¬ 
ure could very well be 1,000,000 or more. 

There are many ways that we can curb 
crime, but the best way is to have law- 
abiding, responsible, and trained civil¬ 
ians armed. It worked when we had to 
“tame” this country...it will work now. 
Why do legislators wish to disarm us? 

I do not know. Maybe it was best 
said by James Madison in the Federalist 
Papers #46: “Besides the advantage of 
being armed, which the American peo¬ 
ple possess over the people of almost 
every other nation.. .notwithstanding 
the military establishments in the sev¬ 
eral kingdoms of Europe, which are 
carried as far as the public resources 
will bear, the governments are afraid to 
trust the people with arms. ” 

The antidote to bloody crime, says 
President Clinton, is to ban imitation “as¬ 
sault weapons.” Before the Congress be¬ 
trayed this country and passed that law, 
the 17-times-indicted and potential felon 
Dan Rostenkowski said: “If this bill fails, 
we are no longer a Democracy. Eighty 
percent of the people want it.” With all 
due respect to Mr. Rostenkowski, we 
have never been a democracy. We are a 
Constitutional Republic which is de¬ 
signed to prevent 80% of that population 
from depriving the 20% of their funda¬ 
mental rights, or even depriving them¬ 
selves of fundamental rights. 

Philosopher John Stuart Mill warned 
of the “tyranny of the majority.” 

Albert Gallatin (New York Historical 
Society, October 7, 1789) further said: 
“The whole of the Bill (of Rights) is a 
declaration of the people at large or con¬ 
sidered as individuals ... It establishes 
some rights of the individual as unalien¬ 
able arid which, consequently, no major¬ 
ity has a right to deprive them of. ” 
Beware the Hoplophobes!

Unfortunately, in New Jersey, the 
most important element of the Second 
Amendment is no longer at work. 
While New Jerseyans are entitled to 
“keep” arms in their homes and use 
them at such sporting areas as the local 
range, they are not truly entitled to 
“bear” them. In short, in our state it is 
virtually impossible to attain a permit 
that would entitle you or any other 
law-abiding adult to carry a concealed 
weapon outside of the home. 

This problem is mainly due to a 
strong anti-firearm element in our 
state’s gun laws. Unlike many other 
states, New Jersey has no “shall 
carry” permit system. Under the 
“shall carry” system, law enforce¬ 
ment officials are required to approve 
a “carry penuif ’ if the applicant meets 
a limited number of well-defined re¬ 
quirements. Such requirements are 
usually concerned with whether or 
not the applicant is a convicted felon, 
wanted by the police, etc. 

Ever since Florida passed its land¬ 
mark “shall carry” law back in 1987, it 
has been followed by a slew of other 
states eager to pass on the benefits of 
the Second Amendment to their own 
citizens. Just this year alone Utah, Ok¬ 
lahoma, Virginia, and most signifi¬ 
cantly—Texas—have passed their 
own “shall carry” laws. 

Florida’s official statistics speak for 
themselves. Ever since it enacted its 
“shall carry” legislation, homicides 
have been down some 22%. This fact 
is all the more impressive when mea¬ 


sured against the national rate, which 
has gone up 15%. 

These laws have proven to be 
tremendously popular and effective 
where they have been passed. By en¬ 
abling any law-abiding adult citizen to 
carry a concealed weapon, the govern¬ 
ment is basically recognizing a fact 
that has always existed—that is, there 
is no better proven deterrent for a 
criminal than an armed citizen who is 
knowledgeable in the use of his or her 
firearm. With a concealed weapon at 
hand, a citizen in danger would always 
be in a position to defend him or her¬ 
self. This is important to remember 
when taking into consideration that 
“dialing 911” is for “after the fact” 
(long after, usually!). 

A “shall carry” law is needed now 
more than ever because gun control 
has failed New Jersey. Instead of mak¬ 
ing our streets safer, it has in effect dis¬ 
armed a general public that now faces 
an even more confident and armed 
criminal element. This is especially 
true in our largest cities, where law- 
abiding citizens are preyed upon by 
criminals both day and night. 

The key to passing any “shall carry” 
legislation is with you! Take some 
time out over the next week or so to 
write a letter to your local state senator 
or assemblyperson to express your 
opinion on this critical issue. Let them 
know that without a “shall carry” law 
on the books, the people of New Jersey 
will never truly be able to exercise 
their “right to keep and bear arms.”

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Silhouette National Championships

On June 25 through 28, the National 
Rifle Association held the National 
Championship Smallbore Rifle and 
Smallbore Hunting Rifle Silhouette 
matches in Ridgway, Pennsylvania, 
hosted by the Ridgway Rifle and Pistol 
Club. Over 180 competitors entered the 
standard rifle category, with 149 enter¬ 
ing the hunting rifle category. The com¬ 
petition drew shooters from the United 
States, Canada, Mexico and even as far 
away as Ireland. The championships 
consisted of a warm-up match, and then 
three 40-shot matches, per rifle cate¬ 
gory, over a three-day period. 

Smallbore silhouette involves 
shooting at steel plate animal shapes at 
four distances with a rimfire rifle. The 
game originated in Mexico and spread 
to the United States, where its popular¬ 
ity is growing strong. The basic skill 
involved is offhand shooting at chick¬ 
ens, pigs, turkeys and ram targets 
spaced out over 40, 60, 77 and 100 me¬ 
ter or yard distances. Scopes and steady 


holds with precise trigger control also 
help to hit these targets, the smallest 
being the chicken, at just PA", and the 
largest the ram, which is about 6". The 
standard rifle category has special rules 
of dimensions and weights not to ex¬ 
ceed 10 pounds, two ounces, and the 
hunting rifle category utilizes a stock 
production rifle meeting factory speci¬ 
fications. Scopes are a basic necessity 
in order to seek out the small targets. 

Twelve shooters representing two 
New Jersey clubs participated in both 
categories. Representing the Associa¬ 
tion of NJ Rifle and Pistol Clubs 
Cherry Ridge Range were shooters 
James Borkhuis, Vincent Cerca, 
John Purdie, Mario Donato, Walt 
Gregory, Scott Wentworth and Steve 
Kemmlein. From the south Jersey 
Delran Junior Marksman Club were 
father and son Michael and Matthew 
Grosse, and the family of Bob Stol- 
zenberger, Kurt Stolzenberger and 
Arleen Stolzenberger. 


All of the shooters shot well and 
made many friends during the long 
competition. For some, it was their first 
time competing in a national champi¬ 
onship. There was a great camaraderie 
amongst the shooters from across the 
country. It was especially interesting to 
meet the Irish National Shooting Team 
members, who took time off from their 
jobs to attend the US Championships. 

Every shooter is classified accord¬ 
ing to their scores, so each person 
competes with other shooters at their 
own level. Class rankings use letters to 
identify each group. The chart below 
lists each shooter with their respective 
scores out of a possible 120 rounds. 
Seven of the shooters finished in the 
top-ten overall aggregate for their 
categories. Thirty individual trophies 
were also brought home. New Jersey 
should be proud of their men, women 
and youths that represented their state 
against some of the finest shooters in 
the country.

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Kew Jersey Pistol Teams at Camp Perry 1995 


New Jersey pistol shooters did ex¬ 
tremely well at Camp Perry this year. 
Three of our team members—Rich 
Collari of Landing, Scott Bevensee of 
North Brunswick, and Carl Phillips of 
Clementon—earned their way onto the 
NRA/USA National Civilian Pistol 
Team. The team provides recognition 
and support for shooters who do not get 
any other support in the form of equip¬ 
ment, ammunition, or money. The team 
consists of the top ten civilian shooters 
in each classification, based upon the 
results at Camp Perry. Scott’s accom¬ 
plishment is especially noteworthy 
considering that this was his first trip to 
Camp Perry and only his second out¬ 
door match. Scott is definitely a shooter 
to watch, since he fired a 2601 (out of 
2700, becoming a member of the elite 
“2600 club”) in his first match after 
Camp Perry. His score of 2562 at Camp 
Perry was the highest score of any of 
the 38 pistol shooters from New Jersey 
and took 4th place in the Expert class. 
Rich’s score of 2561 earned him 9th 
place in the Master class and Carl’s 
2283 was good enough to take 10th 
place in the Marksman class. 

At Camp Perry, the top 10 percent 
of the shooters in any category win 
award points. Scott won points in 
seven matches and all three “aggre¬ 
gates,” i.e., the .22 aggregate, the cen- 


terfire aggregate, and .45 aggregate. 
Rich won points in three matches and 
was also High Senior Master in those 
same matches. Other pistol team shoot¬ 
ers who won individual award points 
were Fred Remington of Caldwell, 
Fred Avallone of Cherry Hill, Harvey 
Pyle of Old Bridge, and Rosemarie 
Newman of Vineland. Although she 
didn’t get any award points for it, 
Kathy Chatterton of Millburn was 
High Woman Master in the..45 aggre¬ 
gate as well as seven other matches. 

In the service pistol matches, Kathy 
fired an excellent 271 (out of 300) in 
the National Trophy Individual Match, 
earning her a silver medal and 10 more 
points (giving her a total of 26 points) 
towards the 30 required to become a Dis¬ 
tinguished Pistol Shot. Roger Rosendale 
of Andover is already a Distinguished 
Pistol Shot, so his score of 271 in the 
NTI Match earned him a bronze medal, 
but not any points. In the other service 
pistol match, The President’s Pistol 
Match, Fred Remington scored 361 
(out of 400) to earn him a coveted spot 
as a member of the President’s 100. 

In the conventional team matches, 
Kathy was captain of our Master team, 
which came in 8th in class. Rich Collari 
led the team effort with an average of 
287 (out of 300) for all three guns. Jean 
Verrier of Manasquan was captain of 


the Expert team, which came in 16th 
overall in the large Expert class. Scott did 
well for the State team, leading his team 
with an average of 282. Rich Baughman 
of Ringwood also did well for the Expert 
team, averaging 271, especially consid¬ 
ering that this was his first time shooting 
on the State team. Robin Fox of Rahway 
captained the Sharpshooter team which 
came in 8th in its class. High shooter 
for the team was Rosemarie Newman 
with an average of 275. 

Our “Gold” service pistol team, 
captained by Roger Rosendale, came 
in 23rd in the country. There are no 
classifications in service pistol compe¬ 
tition, so the team shot against all the 
Regular Service and Reserve teams 
and club teams, as well as other State 
teams. Roger proved that he is still “the 
King of Hardball,” by leading the team 
with a 266 (out of 300). Fred Reming¬ 
ton was captain of the “Blue team” and 
the high scorer was Kathy Chatterton 
with a 258. Each service pistol team 
must have, as a firing member, a “new 
shooter,” i.e., someone who has never 
fired on a service pistol team at Camp 
Perry. Our two “new shooters” this 
year, Rich Baughman and Scott 
Bevensee, did very well by scoring 249 
and 243, respectively. Congratulations 
to all the winners and many thanks to 
the team captains!
